pany’s presses the wizards retained complete control 
of the Rock Island system, having a total capital- 
ization of $225,000,000, ‘with holdings approximating

operating company emerged, saddled with a new 
fixed liability of $3,000,000 annually in the form

COLLECTIVIST WAR MEASURES. 

Little attention has been paid in this country to 

the industrial and social legislation begotten by the 
war. We have heard of the strict press censor- 
ship and the autocratic rule of Kitchener, and we 
have heard of various méasures of restriction 
deemed necessary to the safety of the kingdom 
and the empire. Some of the more significant of 
the latter are causing considerable concern in lib- 
eral and individualist circles, although, naturally, 
the criticism indulged in is mild and tentative. 
. In the words of Premier Asquith, England, which 
ia even now extremely reluctant to resort to con- 
)seription in a military sense, has without hesitation 
adopted “industrial conscription.” Capital and 
ldbor have both been asked to’ waive or postpone 
certain claims, to accept interference with personal 
and industrial freedom, and to make heavy sacrifices 
to the welfare of the nation. 

‘There is, in the first place, the commandeering 
bill which enables the government to take over the 
railroads, the docks, and all private factories that 
are, or may be made, useful to the military authori- 
ties in the manufacture of arms and supplies. The 
power conferred by this measure has not been fully 
Seema but it may be so exercised at any time. 
Already the railroads have been largely taken over. 

As regards the factories, the government has in- 
duced employers to limit their profits and the organ- 
“eh workers to suspend trade union regulations.

s furnished without delay upon the request of any 
one interested in a piece of proposed legislation. 
Many of the most conservative members of the 
Wisconsin legislature, former critics of the bureau.

to get along without it. The closing of such an 
institution would have been a step backward—a 
step into the dark zone of ignorance and crudity, of } 
lobbyists and joker manufacturers.

In the next place, she should know that 
she should begin to teach her child to 
read lip movements soon after it has 
passed its first birthday. 

Within a month a*mother wrote us that 
she had been delaying the instruction of 
her child because ehe had heard that 
speech deficiencies work themselves out, 
that the power of speech came around fn 
time. 

Not only does delay make teaching more 
difficult, but there ie the added danger 
that the child may have acquired social 
habits that it will be difficult to break.

In his book on the subject Wright ad- 
vises, first, that a careful examination of 
the ears and speech organs, sicht, and 
mental state be made by a competent 
physician; then, that instruction be be- 
gun when the child is about 15 months of 
age. 

The next step in instruction is to talk to 
the baby [fn clear, distinct tones, without 
exaggeration of lip movement or facial 
expression. The mother should watch the 
baby’s eyes; she should speak to him only 
when she has his attention. The meaning 
of words,. sentences, commands, and en- 
treaties should be taught by association, 
as in the case of children who hear. ° 

Until the child ts about 8 years old no 
effort should be'made to teach him to talk. 
I am writing now about wholly deaf chil- 
dren. Miss Torrey says in the Volta Re- 
view that even the slightly deaf should 
be taught lp reading. The education in 
speech of a slightly deaf child should 
begin at the usual time for teaching 
babies to talk.

During the first three years of life ofa 
deaf child it is enough to teach him to 
read the lips, to train his mind, to incul- 
cate companionship and social instincts. 
and develop the body. 

Speech should be taught even to the 
wholly deaf and the children of low in- 
telligence. . The best authorities are 
agreed that these children should be 
taught to talk with the vocal organs and 
not, even in part, with the fingers.

Just been placed in mourning by 

the death of his father, Lord George 

Campbell, the only surviving brother of 

the late Duke of Argyll. Lord George, 

unlike his brother the duke, was a man 
of considerable wealth, partly acquired 
in business after his retirement from the 
royal navy with the rank of lMeutenant 
and partly through his marriage to Miss 

Sibyl Lascelles Alexander, a great heir- 

ess and owner of a good deal of valuable 

real estate in London, Alexander square, 

South Kensington, and much of the neigh- 

boring district belonging to her. 

It was this wealth that enabled Lord 

and Lady George to rent and occupy for 

@ number of years Inverary castie, the 

ancestral home of the dukes of Argyll, 

which the late duke.did not have exough 
rooney to maintain. Both Lord and Lady 

George were popular and were wont to 

entertain a great deal at Inverary, espe- 

cially during the shooting season, while 
the people of the county were gratified 
by the fact that since the castle could not
